A comb-out of the Jewish colony 
of Kiriat Shaul, where the men were 
held near Tel-Aviv, eqntinued § for 
several hours In search of the cleven 
men and one woman who, at gun 
point, forced Hackett and Ward from 
the midst of crowds sunbathing at o 
Tol-Aviv swimming pool yesterday. 

Superintendent John Martin 
Flanagan of the Palestine Pollee said 
that he decided to cordon off and 
search the colony after n truck was 
found near Herzlia: 

“It was Just a hunch”, he’ said. 
“Ll received no‘information from 
anybody—Jew, Arabs or British’, 

STRUGGLE FREE 

Hackett, 2 Londoner, tmd Ward, of 
Dublin, Eire, - described their cup- 
tivity to ‘Superintendent Flanogan.
